Convey interfered to seperate the 
combatants, when Kellcher with 
fatal aim, fired on him, shooting 
him through the heart and kiling 
him instantly. 
The murderer fled, 
and the few witnesses of the deed 
aroused the yillage, 
Officers sent 
telegrams and riders in all direc­ 
tions to prevent his escape, but he 
was found about 4 o’clock asleep 
in the brush near his dive. He was 
promptly locked in jail and coroner 
Hanson summoned a jary as early 
as possible, but their investigation

conth& ed 
int<? afternoon, 
when 
the verdict was 1 reached. 
T hat John Convey came to his 
death by a pistol shot fired by W il­ 
liam Kellcher ' with malice afore­ 
thought. 
Testimony 
was 
given 
that Kellcher had boasted of shoot­ 
ing five men before and that Mc­ 
Cormick should be the sixth.* M ar­ 
shal Convey’s remains were pre­ 
pared for burial by W. A. Crosby 
undertaker, aud at 7 this evening 
were borne to the depot by De­ 
troit fire company escorted by the 
Lake Side Cornet Band playing a 
funeral march ‘followed by the vil­ 
lage conucil and about 200 citizens 
The indigation of all classes is at 
the Ingest pitch and fears of ly n ch ­ 
ing arc immient. 


L a t e r —“ Reddj" -who murdered 
officer Convey yesterday morning 
was lynched by infuriated citizens 
last night.

Sheriff Finny and his deputy Geo. 
W, Taylor who made a desperate 
fight for the prisoner but the cor­ 
ridor door was in the nieantine 
crushed in and the sheriff carried 
iii bodily to the room next the jail 
apartm ent where the key to the 
outer doors were secured and an 
entrance effected. 
Matches were 
lit and the glaring -eyes of the 
wretch within were plainly.visible 
as he walked to and fro with a face 
bleached to a dentin "pallor. '• l i t 
begged of the crowd to shoot him 
instead of putting the damned rope 
about his neck. 
At this time a 
cr)* arose from the mob that they 
did not have the right key to the 
cell and a raid was made on the 
sheriff and cell keys demanded but 
he said he didn’t know where they 
were. 
Deputy Taylor was then 
caught in the hall and carried. 
Owing to his resistance he was 
forced down and all keys in his 
possession taken from him. 
The 
ones wanted being found the great 
doors pulled open and one of the 
parry stepped 
into the cell aud 
quickly placed a rope about the 
victim’s neck and with a yell the 
rope was grabbed by about thirty 
men who led the prisoner at a ter­ 
rible gait out of the building when 
a yell from 500 throats only fren­ 
zied the crowd the more, and with 
shrieks and cries the prisoner was 
taken to the front of his own place 
of abode and in a twinkling one of 
the men grabbed the end of the 
rope and climbed the tree placing 
the end over a limb and throw ing 
it down to the crowd below who 
quickly gave it a pull and in a few 
seconds the body of Reddy, the 
noted gambler and murderer was 
hanging in the air.

Convict Labor in E ngland. 
A writer in the Boston Herald tell 
of some of the devices employed in 
England to keep convicts employed; 
"The convicts were marched into a 
large yard and formed three sides of 
a square, standing about five feet 
apart, facing inward. Near one end 
of the line was a pyramid of 24-pound 
cannon balls. 
In the center of the 
square stood the officer or guard. 
When all was ready 
he gave 
the 
order, ‘One,’ when every man moved 
sideways live feet to the right, which 
brought the m an at the head of the line 
opposite thepvramid of Gal!-. 
‘Two.’ 
Every 
man stoops down, without 
bending his knees, tile first man tak 
ing 
a 
ball 
from the 
pile, 
the 
others going through the motion till a 
hall reached them. 
‘Three.’ 
The 
men moved hack to their original 
places. 
Four.’ 
They stooped down 
and placed the hall upon the ground, 
not being allowed to drop it. And so 
on, the movements continued, tlie or­ 
ders quickened at the will of t beguard, 
till the balls were all conveyed through 
the line and piled up at the other end 
It required but a few minutes of these 
rapid movements to bring every nmn 
into a state of profuse perspiration, 
showing th at the labor was of the 
severest kind. 
A short time was al­ 
lowed the men to rest, when they were 
again called to order, and, by the 
same movement, the balls were re­ 
turned to their original place: and so 
on throughout the day these can­ 
non balls were passed forward and 
back, with no object only to furnish 
labor for the men. 
In tile prisons es­ 
tablished upon the solitary or sepa­ 
rate plan, where the convicts work in 
their cells, they have what they called 
the ‘crank labor,’ an iron cylinder 01 
drum two feet long and eighteen or 
twenty inches in diameter, re*ting up­ 
on Rigs. A spindle or sh*ft is passed 
through the drum, with a crank on 
one cud for turning it. 
Attached to 
the spindle within the drum, which 
was lilied w ith sand, were fiat ann*, 
making it necessary to us** consider­ 
able force to turn at a dull. heavy 
drag. A dial attached to the machine 
registered the number of revolutions 
the convict had made. 
From 8,OGG 
to IO,GOG was the usual daily stint. 
Can one imagine a more terrible sit 
nation for a human being to be plac­ 
ed in than to besluit lip alone in a 
cell ten feet square, and from morning 
till night compelled to turn a crank 
attached to such an infernal mn ‘him*, 
with no results, not bing accomplished. 
no object, no hope except tocoiupiet* 
his task, for upon that depends ids 
supper of gruel.”

C o n v ic t L a b o r 111 E n g la n d . 


A writer in the B oston H erald tell: 
of som e of the devices em ployed in 
England to keep con victs em ployed: 
“T he con victs were m arched in to a 
large yard and formed three sides of 
a square, standing about five feet 
ap art, facing inward. 
Near one end 
of the line was a pyram id of 24-pound 
cannon balls. 
I11 the center of the 
square stood the officer 
or guard. 
When all was ready 
he gave 
the 
order, ‘One,’ when every m an m oved 
sidew ays live feet to the right, which 
brought the m a n a t the head of the line 
o p p o site th ep yram id of balls. 
‘T w o .’ 
Every 
m an sto o p s dow n, w ithout 
bending his knees, the first 
m an ta k ­ 
ing 
a 
ball 
from 
tbe 
pile, 
the 
others going through the m otion till a 
ball 
reached them . 
‘Three.’ 
The 
men m oved back to their original 
places. 
‘F ou r.’ 
T hey stooped down 
and placed the ball upon the ground, 
not being allowed to drop it. 
And so 
on, tbe m ovem en ts continued, the or­ 
ders quickened at the will of theguard, 
till tlie b allsw ereallcon veyed through 
the line and piled up at the other end 
It required but a few m inutes of these 
rapid m ovem ents to bring every m an 
in to a sta te of profuse perspiration, 
show ing th a t the labor was oi the 
severest kind. 
A short tim e was a l­ 
lowed the men to rest, when they were 
again called to order, and, by tbe 
sam e m ovem ent, the balls were re­ 
turned to their original place; and so 
on throughout the day these can ­ 
non balls were passed forward and 
back, w ith no object only to furnish 
labor for tl e men. 
In the prisons e s­ 
tablished upon the so lita ry or sep a­ 
rate plan, where the con victs work in 
their cells, they h ave w hat they called 
the ‘crank la b o r,’ an iron cylinder 0 1 
drum tw'o leet long and eighteen ot 
tw en ty inches in diam eter, resting up­ 
on legs. 
A spindle or sh*ft is passed 
through the drum, with a crank on 
one end for turning it. 
A ttached to 
the spindle within the drum , which 
was tilled wit h sand, were Hat arm s, 
m aking it necessary to use consider­ 
able force to turn at a dull, heavy 
drag. 
A dial attached to the m achine 
registered the number of revolu tions 
the convict had m ade. 
From 8,00(1 
to 1 0 ,0 0 0 was the usual d aily stin t. 
Can one im agine a m ore terrible sit 
nation for a hum an being to bo plac­ 
ed in than to be sh ut up alone 
in a 
cell ten feet square, and from morning 
till night com pelled to turn a crank 
attach ed to such an infernal ma -bine, 
w ith 110 results, not hing accom plished, 


110 object, 110 hope except to co m p lett 
his task , for upon th a t depends his 
supper of gruel, ’

An Indian’s R evenue. 
Writing from Stockton, Hill. Ari­ 
zona Ter., under date of May 27, a 
correspondent of the Detroit 
Free 
Press says: As this camp is off from 
the railroad I think it not unlikely 
th a t you have failed to hear of a 
tragedy enacted here. The camp is 
situated on a hill, said hill being one 
of the ramifications of the Cerbat 
Range. On one side of the hill a small 
band of liaulapai Indians had put up 
eight or ten wickiups and were enjoy­ 
ing life, liberty and the pursuit of hap­ 
piness to the top ol their bent, but all 
th a t was changed. 
The sheriff of the county has from 
time to time employed a Haulapai, 
named Peas, as a detective to ferret 
out places where whisky was sold to 
the Indians. The lfaulapais resented 
this and looked upon him as a mean 
informer. As if being held in contempt 
by bis tribe were not enough, a noble 
buck actually supplanted him in the 
affections of the dusky damsel whom 
hi1 had confidently expected would 
adorn the interior of his own wickiup, 
make his coffee and tortea, collect 
gramm a and gietta grass for his pony 
and otherwise employ herself for the 
benefit of his poeketbook, for although 
un Indian, he did have a poeketbook 
and $50 in it. Now Peas was some­ 
what of a dude and sported short hair 
and a straw hat. When the dear crea­ 
tor e threw him over it cut him to the 
quick, and to heal his wounded feelings 
he straightway stole the best pony 
around here, borrowed a 45-caliber 
Winchester and at about 9 
a . 
m , 
Thursday, he rode a little past the In 
dian camp and began shooting at a 
mark. 
So much shooting attracted 
the attention of the miners, as he 
knew he would, but when they had 
satisfied themselves “ it was only an 
Indian shooting at a m ark” and had 
gone back to their mines, he rode 
down to the Indian camp, dismount 
ee, threw his gun across the saddle 
and opened fire. 
Alter shooting two bucks and four 
squaws, be mounted his pony, ran it 
down the bill and got away with a 
whole skin. 
Some of the miners who 
had heard the tiring, and had stxii the 
celerity with which he decanq*ed, to 
gether with the bucks whom the firing 
had attracted, went over to the in 
diam camp. The bucks all had Win­ 
chesters and the miners came with six 
shooters and rifles. 
Not one of those 
who were shot uttered a whimper 
One of them was a girl of about seven 
teen years. The squaws w ho were un­ 
injured made a great lamentation. 
The bucks did a tremendous amount 
of fast talking and shortly several o! 
them mounted, some to lake the trail 
and some to notify their chief and th* 
other bands. Of the six Indians shot 
the two bucks and two squaws are 
dead. 
As fast as one died theireorp** 
was taken off to one side and ere 
mated, and the wickiup in which the 
body had lain was burned. Of th* 
two living thegiri is the onlyonelikely 
to recover. 
The wickiups were all 
burned, and a report came in to the 
effect th at Peas’ body had been found. 
1 .at*-r the Indians acknowledged that 
they surrounded Pens in theNYaliapai 
Mountains; th a t he had made a good 
light, and that he is dead. 
The next tiling on the programme 
was to kill ail of Peas’ re I ad ives They 
tried to kill one of his sisters at Minera 
Park but failed. The squaw of one ol 
the old bucks was also a sister and 
they tried to kill her, but she ran into 
the store on the hill and the propri­ 
etor protected her. The miners then 
gave notice th at if one of those squaw* 
were killed the whites would turn out 
and hang every last buck.

Ls one story th a t I don’t remember to 
have been in the hooks or the papers. 
In 1859, just in the height of the agi­ 
tation, S 
, our agent a t Columbia, 
S. C., had occasion to ticket a middle- 
age negro, 
Job 
Yancy 
by name, 
through to Providence, R. L, by the 
underground. 
Job had sheltered a 
runaway in his cabin and had been be­ 
trayed by another negro. 
He learned 
the situation and came into Columbia 
in the middle of the night. There was 
no hope of concealing him. 
Our agent 
had thought of a new means of ship­ 
ment that he had never tried. 
This 
was his opportunity to try it, Job was 
clear grit, strong with the well-knit 
strength of middle age, and patient as 
his namesake. 
S—got out a large coffin th a t he had 
kept for the emergency, and into this 
coffin he put poor Job, and with him 
a quantity of crackers, cheese, dried 
meat and a rubber bag full of water. 
A few gimlet holes adm itted air. On 
the first train in the morning Job Yan­ 
cy went off, shipped as a corpse to a 
chosen address in Providence. T rain­ 
men were generally respectful to the 
dead in those days, and Jot* traveled 
comfortably for a time, barring the 
hours th a t he occasionally lay on some 
depot platform in the broilingsouthern 
sun. 'f/avel was slow, and sometime 
the treatm ent was a little rough.

Poverty may 
destroy physicial loveliness, but men­ 
tal beauty survives it. 
Slang would 
not be in use were parents careful in 
teaching children to use only correct 
and polite language. 
A writer in the 
Christian Intelligencer says on this 
subject:— 
Should we not check our little ones 
w hen they make use of slang expres­ 
sions, instead of smiling upon them as 
if it was clever? 
We should teach 
them that such conversation is demor­ 
alizing; th a t it will actually do them 
harm; then, as they advance in years, 
they may dislike and dispise it.
